Forbes, Kathryn Harcourt, Brace 
: TRANSFER POINT $2.75 


The ability to identify herself with her central character, which made 
Mama's Bank Account SO heart-warming an experience to readers, is again evident in 
this story of adolescence. Allie comes to life in its pages, with all the yearnings, 
the dream world, the joys, the sorrows of growing up - particularly growing up under 
such confused and difficult circumstances. For Allie's mother and father were “sep- 
arated" - Allie's mother ran a boarding house and had very little time to see that 
her small daughter had the attention to details that small girls demand - and Allie's 
father was still looking for the rainbow ‘round the corner, and could give Allie only 
rare glimpses of that vision. But in spite of this, Allie is a very real person in 
her own right. She wants desperately to feel "belonging" somewhere- to be "somebody"; 
she gets a thrill out of putting something over on grownups, whether street car con- 
ductors or meticulous housekeepers like her aunt across the Bay, or the sadistic © 
lodger who was the star boarder. There's lots going on around her that she doesn't 
understand, and Kathryn Forbes has handled this beautifully, so that the reader is 
always seeing things as Allie sees them, and not through adult eyes. Drue alone of 
the family friends, understands- and does what she can to help. There is implicit 
tragedy here, flashes of humor, emotional undercurrents; there's less tug at the 
heartstrings than in Mama's Bank Account- but still that human touch.

The connoisseur of the uncanny with another annual anthology (Sleep No More, 
The Night Side - Rinehart) chooses 30 tales here on the basis of personal liking and 
availability (or rather non-availability) in print. From the traditional terrorization 
of Arthur Machen, H.P. Lovecraft, Algernon Blackwood, J. Sheridan Le Fanu, M.R. James, 
to the gentler talent of Edith Wharton and some of the more modern, less known names ~ 
in this particular field of fear and fantasy, this provides the mysterious and the 
macabre in ample presentation....His market as before. 


Hambly, Wilfred D. Pellegrini & Cudahy 
JAMBA $2.75 


African tribal structures, rites, customs, culture, in life history details, 
rather than a full, rounded novel, this chronicles the birth to grave existence of Jamba, | 
typical of his tribe, which spans the disappearance of the old ways under the growing S 
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power of the white government. The events of his childhood, the tests and trials of 
his boyhood, his bondage to a neighboring king, his apprenticeship to the tribe's hun- 
ter, and his accession to his instructor's post, his happy marriage to Miapa, his life- 
long enmity with renegade Kandimba, and his final disgrace with officialdom when he 
attacks Kandimba, his return to the tribe. Negligible as a story, the sole interest 

is in the anthropological material, which Margaret Mead has done better. The author 
has drawn for his material on expeditions taken for the Chicago Natural History Museum.

. I confess that I approached this with a conviction that I'd not find it in- 
teresting - and I was pleasantly disappointed. It is a gripping and magnificent. 
story, bearing only slight relationship to the version used by Shakespeare, and going 
back to the same contemporary sources. Where Shakespeare has built his tragedy on 
interplay of character, rather than patterns of the times, Ludwig has recreated for 

us the whole rich tapestry of Venice of the 13th century, with the patricians strug- 
gling to hold back the floodwaters of democracy, fighting the appointment of a black 
man to the post of High Admiral of the Fleet, seizing on rumor and calumny, deliberate- 
ly engineered by German spies, to destroy him, once the appointment was made. Chief 
among the patrician detractors was the brother of Desdemona, resentful of her “betray- 
al" of the family and the traditions, resentful too of her happiness in her love match. 
Venice was a colorful panorama in that period; there is Aretino, the poet, who by his 
epigrams could make or break a man; there was the old Master, Titian, friend of Othello; 
there was Tintoretto, of rising popularity, but willing to pay tribute to the Master; 
there was the sculptor Sansovino, the musician Monteverdi, beloved of the people; both 
siding with the ill-starred romance of the couple. The idyll in Cyprus, when Othello 
risked his standing to avoid rather than precipitate war; then the return to the sink- 
hole of Venice and its rumors- and finally, Othello, victim of his passion, his sensi- 
tivity to the prejudices against his color, his jealousy of his beloved Desdemona, be- 
lives the charges made- kills her and himself. Ludwig has recreated the period, and 
the story - and while the translation limps at times, and modernisms creep in, he has 
done, in some ways, a better job than Maugham in Jhen and Wow or Aldington in The: Ro- 
mance of Casanova, books keyed to a like market.

Buck, Pearl John Day 
FAR AND NEAR $2.75 


A collection of short stories, half of them with settings in the lar East, 
the other half American- and all contemporary. The best of the first group are the 
two that tell the story of a nice, normal American soldier of the occupation, and his 
girl friend, a Japanese “Home Girl" for whom he plays John Alden; most of the stories 
reflect in rather shadowy fashion the changes that are almost imperceptible. The 
American group of stories deals largely with phases of American marriages- most of 
them heading for the rocks on minor difficulties. “Mother and Sons” has an interesting 
psychological angle in the treatment of the relationship of a widowed mother to her two 
sons. There's occasional cynicism in undertones, but on the whole the stories make 
pleasant enough reading, though they are relatively unimportant in Pearl Buck's 
picture.

Sartre, Jean Paul ; Knopf 
THE REPRIEVE $3.00 


Following his Age of Reason in the existentialist triology, the focus in this 
second volume is international rather than individual, concentrated on the eight days 
of anxiety while the world pivoted on the verge of war, and Munich provided reprieve. 
Here is France as she underwent mobilization, showed largely fear and negativism in 
the face of war, reflected through a fairly sizable cast of characters and by a techni- 
que of alternating transition sometimes difficult to follow. Once again one’ meets 
Mathieu, who, having escaped the personal pitfall of marriage to Marcelle, anticipates 
war with resignation - "humanity will continue on its futile journey"; Daniel, the 
homosexual, who married Marcelle and sits out her pregnancy; Philippe, the general's 
stepson, pacifist by intellect, coward at heart; Russian born Boris and his Lola, and 
so on and on. Once again there is a fair amount of physical passion, in realistic 
rather than aesthetic terms...The market will be fairly well pre-determined on Sartre's 
name, and the interest in the earlier book, on which the sequel is dependent.

GOLDEN BOOK OF DOG STORIES $3.50 


A favorite field of editorial endeavor in a new anthology which lacks the 
diversity of angle and approach as well as the general excellence of Jack Goodman's 
Fireside Book of Dog Stories (S & S-1943). Here the stories vary on the theme of 
man's love for his dog and dog's love for man; they are perhaps predictably senti- 
mental. War dogs, firehouse dogs, sporting dogs, shepherd dogs, and just plain dogs 
receive tribute from such time-tested writers as Albert Payson Terhune, Ernest Thompson 
Seton, Don Marquis, Arthur Train, Booth Tarkington, Mark Twain, James Oliver Curwood, 
Zane Grey, Frank Buck. A foreign note is introduced with Turgeniev, Galsworthy, Ilya 
Ehrenburg, Anatole France. Not top drawer.

Lippmann, Walter Harper 
THE COLD WAR ee $1.00 


It is hard to be objective about a book which has appeared in a series of col- 
umms - on which editorials and readers’ comments have been published - on which contro- 
versy is already rife- before book publication. Sell to those who read pieces here and 
there and want to get the continuity. Sell to those who are curious about the pros and 
cons. Be perfectly honest in saying that this is a book of possibly passing importance- 
already history is ahead of it, and some of his theory seems invalid as theory, estab- 
lished as fact. His main thesis is a critical assessment of the state department's 
policy of "containment" (as presented by Mr. X). Lippmann claims that temperamentally, 
economically, militarily, we are not equipped to implement any policy of watchful waiting. 
We cannot leave the initiative to Russia. If Russia refuses to comply with troop with- 
drawals after peace treaties have been arrived at - or if Russia successfully blocks 
arrival at terms for peace treaties, the die is cast. There is the place where Russia's 
hand is shown. The test cannot be made in Germany through separate peace treaties. 
Uniting of western Germany insures German-Russian alliance in the east. Decentraliza- 
tion the answer if Germany is to be kept impotent as a military power. If Russia con- 
tinues to act as though the Yalta line (for the armistice period) is the permanent 
political boundary, Russia has shown her hand. We cannot delay. As matters now stand, » 
rs we have nothing to offer comparable, territorially speaking, to what Russia can offer, 

unless we can produce a united Western Europe. Today we have no margin of safety; the 
Department of State is powerless to control distribution of commodities; diplomatic 
planners cannot compete with Soviet on ground where Soviet has superiority. A weak ally 
is no asset to us; to the Soviet disunity is a means to Soviet ends. He closes with 
offering two alternatives now existent to Truman Doctrine,- the Marshall Line, which 
treats Europe as independent nations; and wholehearted support of the principle of the 
United Nations. The text is strong on argument, weak on solution; it suffers from too 
hasty melding into book form, without transitions, without elisions. The result is 
repetition and an occasional effect of superficiality. Not the reasoned, rounded 
presentation one expects from Lippmann.

Lehrman, Hal Appleton-Century 
RUSSIA'S EUROPE VY $3.75 
. Everyone should read this book, for here is the conversion of a liberal from 


faith in the Soviet to recognition of the Soviet Union and its insatiable greed for ex- 
pansion as the main threat in the world today. It took him a year of surveying middle 
Europe- and a return engagement to re-survey the scene- before he was ready to set down 
what he'd seen. Bitterly opposed to British-- and to American- procedure in Greece, he 
came to realize that rigidity of the left destroys all alternatives except rigidity of 
the right. He gives most space to Yugoslavia; next to Hungary; then on to Rumania, 
Bulgaria, - and in each he sees the same grim pattern repeated, the steps by which the 
© Soviet gains control. He shows the failures of performance in keeping promises; the 
processes of enfeeblement; the stripping and commercial and industrial sabotage, leaving 
the countries impotent, terrified, police states. In Czechoslovakia, he felt there was 
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hope of a bastion of democracy in the Soviet orbit - until the reversal of the vote on 
the Marshall Plan, under orders from the Kremlin, showed the scheme beginning to work- 
the Soviet true aim, total domination. The legacy of hatred is too late. The western 
democracies have failed- in every challenge- to be ready. The way is not to stop Russis 
by conciliatory discussion, but by straight talk and force. We must keep a strong mili- 
tary defense force; we must have e military training program; we must sponsor a long 
term plan of European recovery. Greece and Turkey cannot be redeemed by what we are 
doing, but at least they prove we can implement a policy. The crying need is positive 
defense of Democracy, not simply just negative work against Communism. The little 
people of the borders are the pawns of Empire- the plan is on to Austrie, through to 
the Mediterranean and the Middle East.....An absorbing and convincing book, the more 
so, in that - as a Liberal, critical of the home front, he saw and was convinced him- 
self. His aim- to persuade Liberals to reexamine their positions- is fully realized. 
And the book has color and drama and a sense of people, living under Soviet domination.

man as against a country boy, Eugene Pop's shooting of his mistress, and a Negro's 
murder of a detective provide little criminal or conjectural value.

THE NOTEBOOKS OF HENRY JAMES $6.00 


A literary event of considerable importance, which will undoubtedly receive 
commensurate critical attention, is this first publication of the notebooks of Henry 
James - a “record of work in progress" for more than 30 years. The editors have not 
only selected the material, but placed the notes in relation to the stories or novels 
which were to be evolved from them. Students of writing will see how the notebooks 
helped James gain that “saturation in his material” which was the Jamesian requisite 
for a “viable art"; how they established his characters and his backgrounds, outlined 
his themes. They are the worksheets which found fuller expression - sketches- int- 
pressions- scenarios- anecdotes- incidents- situations- settings- characters- names, 
all of which were passingly noted, later developed. The interest in James today, the 
reverence for his intense aesthetic principles and perceptions, assures a market among 
his devotees, among students of belles lettres, though the market for the casual read- 
er is doubtful.

This is not as easy a book to place as the earlier, One God which filled a 
crying need for all ages. Where One God presented the three great religions of the 
western world and the ways in which we worship God in this country in terms compre- 
hensible to every young person and adult, this deals with the ways of worship in the 
Orient. In surveying Hinduism in India, Confucianism and Taoism in China, Shinto in 
Japan, and Buddhism as it spread from India to other parts of Asia and beyond, she 
gives the feeling of the inner life as experienced by believers, and dramatizes the 
various forms in describing the ceremonies and festivals. The great value of both her 
books lies in the fact that she conveys the great truth that no people, no creed, no 
faith holds the monopoly of truth and good. She gives a sense of a universal need, met 
each according to their backgrounds. Photographs throughout with carefully written 
captions make a tangible contribution to the overall. With the Orient much nearer to 
us than ever before, this book is an important contribution, and should not be confined 
to juvenile bookshelves.
